arrange air shipments of arms to Congo rebel* through Tanaania snagged 
because the Tanaanian airfield will not accommodate AM-12'sj at least two 
Uganda battalions appear to be operating in Eastern Congo; formation of 
msv Sudanese cabinet delayed by Leftist demands for more representation;

General Carter 
wants to review the draft Agency notice and wants a plan developed to 
ensure adequate responses from Executive and Congressional offices in the 
event of inquiries. DOS explained that all summer employment applicants 
will be examined and they will be selected on merit. 


General Carter noted news accounts of official Indian statements 
about an Increase in ChiCom troops in the Tibetan border area.

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DDC1 asked for a DDS&T assessment of the implications of current 
news stories about the maneuvering capabilities of the Titan ILIA .
